His firem an, H aefner, saved him ­ 
self by Jum ping. 
T he high speed of the passenger 
train threw Its engine and first three 
coaches over on the engine of the 
freight thraln, telescoping the sm oker 
and th e car following.

senger train coming. 
Roy W inch of I.a d la y who, although 
severely injured, w as the first m an to 
rush Into the w racked sm oking c ar to 
take p art In th" w ork of rescue, gave 
the follow ing account of the terrible 
sight w ithin: 
’’T he living, the w ound­ 
ed and the dead were piled in one indis- 
< rim inate m ass all over the floor of the 
car; the living entangled w ith the arm * 
and legs of the dead, and m any o f them 
pinned down by th e dead bodies of the 
Italians. 
“Some of the dead w ere so badly 
sm ashed 
th a t through th eir m ouths 
protruded hideous m asses of Intestines. 
“Two m en. Italians, I 
saw 
pinned 
down, one on top being caught in some 
w ay about the chest so th a t he could 
not get aw ay. The m an underneath him 
w as also held down m ainly by the 
w eight of the m an on top who, in his 
fran tic efforts to get aw ay, kicked the 
m an under him literally to death. 
“T errorized by the deaths of their 
com rianions. the hiss of escaping steam 
and the fe a r,of death in the darkness, 
the Italian s fought w ith one another 
and Stam peded over the living and dead 
in th eir efforts to get out of the car. 
S everal w ere alm ost as badly injured 
by fighting each other as by the wreck. 
“Th** engineer of the passenger train 
was nipped betw een the engine and 
tender and w hen w'e found him he w as 
hanging head down by the shreds of 
one leg over the side of the engine. Two 
m en held him in an uprig h t position for 
over half an hour before we w ere able 
to release him . 
H e died shortly a fte r­ 
w ard. 
He w as conscious only a part of 
the tim e.”
